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NHS workers 
need breaks, 
warns union

HOSPITAL WORKERS doing 
long hours are unable to take 
breaks because of low staffing 
numbers, a union has warned. 

Unison said it had heard 
accounts which included a 
midwife at the Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital sleeping in 
the canteen so she could attend 
a meeting the next morning. 

The union, which has around 
800 members at the hospital, 
said it had also heard stories of 
workers taking ‘five to ten min¬ 
ute breaks’ despite working 
shifts which can at times be up 
to 14 hours long. 

All this week Unison has been 
running its ‘Take A Break’ 
campaign which is urging NHS 
staff all over the country to 
take their breaks, and ambu¬ 
lance staff not to work any 
unpaid overtime. 

Frank Radcliffe, a Unison 
local organiser, said the matter 
was a ‘basic health and safety’ 
issue as staff ended up doing 
longer shifts by not taking their 
breaks. 

The L&D said it appreciated 
the ‘dedication of colleagues 
who go the extra mile’ and was

working to recruit more staff 
so that ‘all staff are able to take 
their breaks’. 

Kelvin Hopkins, MP for Luton 
North, said he would be 
‘extremely concerned’ if hospi¬ 
tal staff were unable to have 
rest periods during the day. 

Mr Radcliffe said: “There are 
a lot of people that feel that 
they have to do it because it’s a 
caring profession. They feel 
obligated to do it because if 
they don’t, then who else is 
going to do the job?” 

“I was speaking to a midwife 
who was sleeping in the can¬ 
teen because she had a meet¬ 
ing the next morning. 

“The whole of the NHS is 
aware of this and so are the 
L&D. They encourage people 
to take breaks but I don’t know 
if they monitor it. Someone 
said to me that if people took 
their breaks the whole NHS 


would grind to a halt.” 

An L&D spokeswoman said: 
“At Luton & Dunstable 
University Hospital, although 
we appreciate the dedication 
of colleagues who go the extra 
mile, we actively encourage all 
staff to take their breaks. 

“Staff are reminded of the 
health benefits of taking 
breaks with information from 
our Occupational Health 
Team. This is aimed not just at 
ward staff but includes those 
in offices and other work areas 
of the hospital. 

“We are currently pro-active¬ 
ly recruiting staff at all levels, 
especially nurses - from across 
the UK and from Europe, as 
this will ensure all staff are 
able to take their breaks.” 

Mr Hopkins said: “I fully sup¬ 
port UNISON’s ‘Take a Break’ 
campaign. Not only are our 
nurses entitled to their rest 
periods during a working day 
- or night - but they deserve 
them. We need to improve the 
quality of working life for nurs¬ 
es, not put them under more 
pressure. Nurses are very dedi¬ 
cated and so few are able to 
take rest periods because of 
staffing shortages, increased 
pressure and workloads.”

Man is found guilty of 
assault and faces prison

ONE of two men who took part 
in an attack which left the vic¬ 
tim in a coma has been found 
guilty of assault and now faces a 
prison sentence. 

James Early, 40, was found 
guilty of punching Henry 
Huggins, 48, to the ground and 
remanded in custody to await 
sentence. 

Mr Huggins hasn’t woken since 
August 8, 2013 when he was 
attacked first by Early, and then 
by his friend Stuart Docherty 
outside his Luton home. 

Docherty, who has already 
pleaded guilty to the attack, had 
stamped on Henry’s head as he 
lay unconscious on the ground. 

On Wednesday, Early was found 
not guilty by a jury at Luton 
Crown Court of causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent to Mr 
Huggins. 

Instead, he was found guilty of 
assaulting Mr Huggins occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm. 

His sentence was adjourned for 
a pre-sentence report and he has 
been remanded in custody 

Judge David Farrell QC told 
Early the offence he had been 
convicted of crossed “the 
custody threshold”. 

Mr Huggins’ niece Corene 
Campbell, who is a member of 


AN INVESTIGATION has been 
launched after a woman was 
seen being bundled into a van 
near a school in Dunstable. 

Officers said the incident 
happened on Saturday, October 
11 in Lowther Road at 6.35pm. 

Two witnesses saw a silver 
Citroen van pull up by the zebra 
crossing near the Ardley Hill 
Lower School and two men got 
out. 

The witnesses thought they saw 
the men manhandling a young 
woman, thought to be in her 
twenties, into the van parked by 


the 2004 X-Factor finalists ‘Voices 
with Soul’, said she and all the 
members of his family are 
praying for a miracle and that he 
recovers. 

The court heard how Mr 
Huggins was punched to the 
ground by Early 

When he fell he struck his head 
on a concrete pathway outside 
the block of flats on Whipperley 
Ring on the Farley Hill Estate. 

As he lay on the ground uncon¬ 
scious he then had his head 
stamped on by Docherty. 

The attack happened outside 
the flats where Mr Huggins was a 
frequent visitor to his girlfriend’s 
home, living there himself for 
long periods. 

Also living in a nearby flat was 
Mr Early The court was told “a 
lot of bad feeling” had arisen 
between Mr Huggins and Early 


the crossing. One of the men 
swore at the witnesses who then 
cycled away 

The van drove off in the 
direction of the roundabout on 
Langdale Road and the witnesses 
contacted the police as they were 
concerned for the welfare of the 
woman. 

PC Ben Stone, from 
Bedfordshire Police, said: “Police 
reacted quickly to the call but 
when they arrived at the scene 
the van had gone and there was 
no one there. 

“A search of the area has so far 


and his friend, Docherty 
The prosecutor Michael Speak 
said Mr Huggins owned a dog 
called ‘Soldier’ who could be 
troublesome and aggressive. 

He said: “It seems it was the 
source of irritation to this 
defendant, Mr Early” 

Mark Meah, a friend of Mr 
Huggins, who is black, told how 
Early and Docherty would 
racially abuse him. He said he 
was with his friend on one occa¬ 
sion when they encountered the 
men on the street who were 
shouting and using the ‘n’ word. 

Mr Meah said he had heard Mr 
Early say: “I am going to slice you 
up, kill your missus and cut your 
dog up.” 

Early claimed in court he had 
acted in self-defence and pro¬ 
tected himself when Mr Huggins 
had gone for him. 


yielded no evidence of an 
incident and we need to trace the 
woman to ensure she is safe. 

He added: “Incidents like this 
are very rare and unusual which 
is why we are taking this so 
seriously and investigating fully. 

“We do not know if the woman 
knew the men and we are looking 
for anyone else who witnessed 
this incident or may have been 
involved in it to contact us.”

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Zoo awaiting record confirmation 


A ZOO is waiting to find out if it has 
broken the world record for the highest 
number of origami elephants ever 
displayed. 

More than 30,000 paper elephants 
were created for Whipsnade Zoo’s 
record Guinness World Records 
attempt last month. 

At the final count, the zoo said it had 
33,764 elephants, more than the 30,000 
it originally wanted to display to 
represent every Asian elephant left 
in the wild. 

The previous record stood at only 
1,500 origami figurines. 

Four experts from the British Origami 
Society took six hours to count all the 
paper elephants, some of which had 
been sent in from as far afield as 
Japan, Australia and the USA. 

Whipsnade also had support from 
Olympic gold medallist rower Alex 
Gregory and Capital FM DJ Dominic 
Byrne. 

Jordan Christmas, ZSL Whipsnade 
Zoo’s project co-ordinator, said: “It is

so brilliant that we hit our target and 
managed to make over 30,000 origami 
elephants, with some to spare. 

“We hoped this would draw people’s 
attention to the plight of endangered 
species like Asian elephants, and the 
vital need for conservation work that 
helps protect them. 

“We were overwhelmed by the 


response, not only by our amazing ZSL 
Whipsnade Zoo visitors and staff, but 
also by people all over the world who 
cared enough about the cause to join in 
and send us their paper elephants. 

“Hopefully this has raised awareness 
and shown people that conservation is 
something everyone can get involved 
with.”

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Calls for help from 
homeless are rising

FIGURES have shown the number of people 
seeking services from a local homelessness 
charity have almost trebled since 2000. 

The statistics, released by Luton-based 
charity New Opportunities and Horizons 
(NOAH) show that the number of people 
seeking help across Bedfordshire has gone 
from 500 between April 1999 and April 2000 to 
1,200 in the same period from 2013-14. 

They were raised at a conference held by the 
group where organisations with a responsibil¬ 
ity for helping the homeless were called 
together to discuss the possibility of working 
together to tackle the problem in the town. 

The conference, titled Let’s Get Together, 
united academics, the church and govern¬ 
ment in a wide-ranging discussion on 
deprivation in the county. 

NOAH’s chief executive, Jim O’Connor, said: 
“We are of the opinion in NOAH that present 
approaches do not provide the solutions that 
are required and I believe that view is held by 
the NHS and the three Bedfordshire Councils 
among others. 

“Given the economies they have to find it is, I 
feel, incumbent on all of us who have a respon¬ 
sibility to homeless people to work more effec¬ 
tively together.” 


“NOAH’s Let’s Get Together Conference had 
that objective and with the powerful input of 
excellent addresses and the readiness of 
everyone to participate in constructive 
discussion, that aim was achieved. What’s 
now important is taking that forward into 
action which everyone who attended seems 
committed to do.” 

Luton Borough Councillor Tom Shaw, 
portfolio holder for housing, places the blame 
on government cuts made to the Supported 
Living Fund. 

Cllr Shaw said: “The government say the 
council can replenish the funds lost through 
cuts themselves, but there is no way we can do 
that right now and as a result, charities which 
need that support are going to suffer drastic 
consequences. 

“It’s a direct attack on the worst off in the 
town and across the country. 

“Charities like NOAH, hostels and other 
organisations have all the expertise to help, 
but they just don’t have the money. 

“The only way they help these people is by 
working together.” 

NOAH estimates that at any one time, there 
are 22 people sleeping rough in Luton. 

It is estimated that homelessness costs more 
than £20,000 per person per year, with demand 
on hospital Accident and Emergency Services 
from homeless people being eight times 
greater than that of the general population.

Father’s Ebola crisis fears 

A PANICKING dad who works in Luton 
has warned ‘we’re all going to be dead in 
six months’ after insisting his daughter 
wears a face mask to school during the 
Ebola crisis. 

Jon O’Brien, of Turvey, Beds, who works 
at a recycling company has told 
Sharnbrook Upper School, Beds, that he 
wants the student to wear protective 
clothing to prevent her catching the 
virus. 

But he has been told it would not be 
‘appropriate’ and now he claims the 
school has called social services after he 
threatened to educate her at home. 

Mr O’Brien said: “I’m not going to wait 
for my child to catch Ebola I’m going to 
send my child to school with a mask and 
bloody goggles.

Luton is ‘worst in the 
East for child poverty’

A STUDY has revealed Luton 
has the worst child poverty 
statistics in the East of 
England, with almost 33 per 
cent living below the bread¬ 
line. 

The figures, released by End 
Child Poverty on Wednesday, 
show that after living 
expenses, 32.94 per cent of 
children are living below the 
poverty line. 

There is a huge gap in the 
figures between different 


areas of the town. Biscot sees 
44.31 per cent of children 
living in poverty, with South 
and Dallow following close 
behind at 39.76 per cent and 
39.6 per cent respectively. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “With 
the current economic climate 
together with austerity 
measures including welfare 
reforms, we recognise that 
Luton has a large proportion 
of its children living in 
families in difficult financial 
circumstances, so we are not 
surprised by the findings. 


“To tackle unemployment 
the council is working with 
its partners and local 
businesses providing a 
strategic and coordinated 
approach to increase the 
skills of the local population 
and we are actively working 
on attracting inward invest¬ 
ment in the town. 

“We are now undertaking a 
detailed child poverty needs 
assessment and will be using 
this to develop our new 
anti-poverty strategy.”

Teens ‘web friend’ 
meetings concern

A UNIVERSITY of Bedford¬ 
shire psychologist has said it 
is ‘worrying and concerning’ 
that over a third of teenagers 
have met people in person 
they first met online. 

Dr Emma Short analysed 
research done by polling firm 
ComRes which revealed that 
36 per cent of 15 to 18 year 
olds had admitted to meeting 
someone via social media. 

Dr Short, director of the 
National Centre for 


Cyberstalking Research, 
which is based at the univer¬ 
sity, said she questioned what 
safety measures the teenag¬ 
ers took when they went to 
meet their online friends. 

She said: “The fact that a 
third have met someone they 
met online is worrying and 
concerning. 

“They have lost sight - to a 
degree - of the risk because 
anyone that you meet online, 
even if you negotiate with 
them [and] talk to them, they 
are still actually a stranger. 

“You only know what they’re 


telling you in chat. You only 
have the words on the screen. 

“You don’t know if they are 
who they say they are. 

“Even though it feels a safe 
place, it’s really important to 
never mistake an online 
contact for anything other 
than a stranger.” 

ComRes interviewed 1,015 
British 15 to 18 year olds 
online between August 21-28. 

The study also revealed that 
more than a quarter consid¬ 
ered online friends and 
followers more important 
than real-life relationships.

A COUNCIL has launched a 
consultation on its school 
transport policy following its 
closure of three schools 
earlier this year. 

Central Bedfordshire 
Council said the consultation 
on its Home to School 
Transport Policy was 
‘designed to clarify eligibility 
criteria’ for pupils affected by 
plans to shut Brewers Hill, 
Streetfield and Ashton Middle 
Schools. 


The authority said it wanted 
to ensure that affected pupils 
and families were treated 
fairly by the policy. The deci¬ 
sion to close the schools was 
agreed in August after the 
council said they were ‘no 
longer financially viable’. 

Councillor Mark Versallion, 
from Central Bedfordshire, 
said: “Central Bedfordshire 
Council transports almost 
6,000 pupils each day to 
schools across the region and 
this amendment will ensure 
children, their parents and 
carers are not disadvantaged 


in situations where schools 
are subject to closure by the 
council. 

“It was taken in the light of 
falling pupil numbers at each 
of the schools and concerns 
being raised about the 
significant risks posed by 
allowing the schools to 
remain open without secure 
finances and the negative 
impact this could have on 
children’s education.” 

The consultation closes on 
November 8 and the final 
decision on the policy will be 
taken on December 8.

IN a week's time runners 
from all over the country 
will be setting off in this 
year's half-marathon.

Bedfordshire Police said 
there have been no serious 
injuries so far but they’ve had 
reports from drivers in the 
area who believe their cars 
were hit by pellets too. 

Detective Constable Colin 
Knight said: “Although we 
have arrested two teenagers, 
aged 17 and 18 years, in rela¬ 
tion to these incidents we still 
need witnesses to come 
forward to assist this investi¬ 
gation. I would reassure any¬ 
one with information that 
they can speak with officers 
in complete confidence.”

TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA TURTLES

THE heroes in a half shell faithfully 
capture the spirit of both the comic 
book and the cartoon series in this 
latest offering from producer 
Michael Bay. 

New York is in need of heroes as the 
evil Foot Clan and their leader 
Shredder take hold of the city. 

Things don’t look too bright, until a 
band of four colourful brothers start 
to fight back. The genetically 
enhanced ninja turtles rise up from 
their home in the sewers and team 


up with reporter April O’Neill to save 
the Big Apple from Shredder’s evil 
plan. 

Like Leonardo, Raphael, Donatello 
and Michelangelo themselves, the 
film doesn’t take itself too seriously 
resulting in a fun romp through New 
York’s sewers and mountainsides. 

The CGI-enhanced turtles are 
impressive and a vast improvement 
on the rubber suits of old. 

Thanks to motion capture the 
reptiles are uncannily lifelike, you 
know, as if they were actually real... 

The visual effects elsewhere are 
just as outstanding from Splinter’s 
rodent features to Shredder’s 
menacing and deadly armour. 

Megan Fox as reporter April also 
does a decent job as a persistent 
news hound on the look out for a 


scoop, especially when teamed with 
the comedy support of her besotted 
cameraman Vern. 

As well as the cliched scenes draped 
in darkness ready for the big reveal, 
the film boasts a colourful palette 
made up of greens and yellows, true 
to the comic origins. 

But tweaks made to their back 
stories, particularly Splinter’s, are 
disappointing and certainly weaken 
the plot.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

BUT OF CORSA 




The fourth-generation Vauxhall Corsa delivers 
similar dimensions to the old car - but that’s as 
far as the similarities go. With a fresh chassis 
and suspension and a three-cylinder petrol 
engine that takes star billing, it also gets a 
classier interior. Keep your eye on this one. 

It could give the Ford Fiesta a real tough time. 

The Corsa has always been a pretty entertaining steer and 
Vauxhall is looking to continue that trend. Underpinning 
this latest fourth-generation car is a completely redesigned 
chassis with precisely zero carry-over components from the 
last model. It sports a 5mm lower centre of gravity, a stiffer 
front sub-frame and a sharper suspension geometry. The 
electrically-assisted power steering gets a City mode for 
you to twirl around effordessly when parking, but receives 
a UK-specific tune to cater for our roads. Internal friction 
has been minimised, as has understeer. Both Comfort and 
Sport suspension set ups have improved dampers that aid 
ride quality. 

The star of the Corsa’s engine range is the 1.0-litre, 3-cylinder 
turbo petrol unit. Recognising that diesel engines don’t always 
make the big sales numbers in the supermini sector, Vauxhall 
has instead devoted its attention to super-efficient petrol 
units. The 1.0-litre is the only production three-cylinder 
engine on the market with a balancer shaft, helping it combat 
noise, vibration and harshness. This Euro6-compliant engine 
is offered on either 90 or 115PS power outputs and both 
manage 170Nm of torque at just l,800rpm. An improved 
version of Vauxhall s 1.4 turbo engine is also featured and 
there are two budget naturally-aspirated petrol engines - a 
1.2 and a 1.4-litre. Big improvements to the 1.3 CDTi diesel 
have elevated it to Euro 6 emissions standards. Vauxhall has 
announced two six-speed gearboxes, a manual 


and an automatic, delivering greater 
efficiency and a slicker shift action. 

Straight away, you’ll spot similarities to the front end of the 
ADAM model and that’s no coincidence, this looking set to 
become the Vauxhall family face for the foreseeable future. 
That means a rounded, friendly look with a broader front 
grille than Corsas of old. The overall proportioning isn’t that 
much of a departure, this car retaining the somewhat tall 
and narrow shape of the third generation model. It’s almost 
identical in length to that car too but all of this improved 
model’s body panels are new and provide greater definition 
between the ‘sporty’ look of the three-door and the ‘premium 
five-door models. 

It’s said that while the key to happiness is hard to define, 
the root of unhappiness is easy. It’s trying to please all of the 
people, all of the time. Yet that’s exactly what the modern 
supermini needs to do. It’s a virtually impossible task and it’s 
a tribute to the talent of the best of the current crop that they 
manage to do so much so well. The Corsa has long been a 
stalwart in this sector, but time and technology had overtaken 
the MK3 version. This fourth-generation car looks to have the 
talent to dive right back into the fray. 

At first, it looks like a mere restyle, but it’s much more than 
that. Here’s a car that’s been designed from a clean sheet of 
paper, with an enormous development budget behind it. 
Available in both petrol and diesel guises, manual or auto, 
with three doors or five, the Corsa is off to a promising start.
